tures were affixed late yesterday to 
a protocol providing for the settle- 
ment'of the controversies 
between 


the American and the Carranza gov- 
ernment 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
joint 


American-Morgan 
qommftssioners 
completed the tentative 
agreement 


which will be submitted to the heads 
of both governments for their 
ap- 


proval. 
The protocol provides for 


the withdrawal of General 
Persh- 
ing'S forces within forty days after 
the approval of the agreement and 
provides for the proper protection of 
the border and the continuation of 
the effort to 
destroy the bandit 


bands. 
The agreement is as follows: 
"First—The American troops now 


in Chihuahua, commanded by Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, shall be with- 
drawn within 40 days from the ap- 
proval of the protocol by the respec- 
tive 
governments, 
provided 
that 


within that time the conditions in 
that part of Mexico have not become 
such as to endanger the American 
border. In such event the time shall 
be extended. 


"Second. The Mexican army shall 


patrol-the Mexican side of the bor- 
der and the 
American 
army 
the 


American side, but this shall not pre- 
clude co-operation between the two 
forces to preserve peace upon the 
border. 
"Three. It shall be left to the 


commanding officers of the armies 
on the border of both nations to en- 
ter into such arrangements for co- 
operation in operations against ban- 
dits "'whenever it is possible 


The right of the American govern- 


mentxto'send troops across the bor- 
der in pufsuit of bandits was not in- 
corporated in the protocol, but was 
made the subject of a supplemental 
memorandum.

tutes, agricultural tours. 


Boys' and< girls' clubs in agricul- 


ture and HojnVe_economics. 


Home beaiitification. 
Fair exhibits. 
Owing to their nature, all of the 


things mentioned have been accom- 
plished only in Ra relative 
sense. 


Crop yields, tor instance, have not 
been increased by astounding ad- 
vances. 'The Agricultural 
interests 


of the counties are being developed 
only gradually. On the other hand, 
however, unusual results are often 
obtained, as for example, in 
the 


work of the cow testing associations, 
in the treatment of oats for smut 
and m the liming and fertilization 
of soils. 


For example, results of the oats 


smut campaign in Mahoning county 
last spring show that 50 fields of 
oats sown with formaldehyde-treated 
seed 
were practically 
free 
from 


smut. Only a trace, 
estimated 
at 
less than one-thousandth of 1 per 
cent could be found. When 
un- 


treated seed was used, however, the 
loss was. from 3 'to 25 per cent. On 
untreated areas it was possible for 
the county agricultural ' agent 
to 


pick 
thirty-eight 
smutted 
heads 


without moving 
In one field a loss 


of 20 per cent was noted m an un- 
treated area

What shall we do with the escrow 


fund? 
There has been considerable 


agitation lately as to what should be 
done with the escrow fund in case 
it should fall into the hands of the 
gas consumer. First the gas com- 
pany wanted it which, did not meet 
with the approval of any one ex- 
cept the gas company and its hired 
attorneys. 


Now there is a movement on. foot 


to give it to the City Hospital .and 
city library. No doubt both of these 
institutions could very handily use 
it," but if we are 
to receive this 


money why not put it where it will 
do the most good to the greatest 
number of citizens? 


Why not make it pay dividends, 


and big dividends, too. We are to- 
day living in therelectric age but are) 
deprived of the use, the convenience, 
the comfort and the luxury of elec- 
tricity, simply because we are at the 
mercy of 
a 
soulless 
corporation. 


Now would be the golden opportu- 
nity to throw off the yoke of this 
corporation without any inconven- 
ience or with little sacrifice to the 
citizens of Newark. 


It is stiU fresh in the minds o_f 


the citizens how we paid $100,000 
to free ourselves of the grip of the 
water works company, and while I 
bitterly opposed it at that time I 
believe it was one of the best bar- 
gains. Newark ever struck 
We are 


now enjoying the lowest water rate 
in the state and the plant is more 
than, paying for itself. 


To free ourselves of another one 


of these "public 
benefactors" 
as 


they style themselves, (the public 
utility, corporations) would 
be 
a 


dividend paying proposition and 
a 


.lasting benefit to the 
citizens 
dl 


Newark. We'are today taxed 9 cents 
per K W. for electricity, last year 
the O. L. & P. Co. offered to sell it 
to the city for 1.1 cents per K. W. 
at the switch board 
which means 


that the city would have to distrib- 
ute It. The O. L. & P. Co. no doubt 
figured a profit on the power it 
would sell to the city, so allowing .1 
cent for profit, the power company 
is getting 8 cents per K. W. for dis- 
tributing electricity to the private 
consumer. 
That would be oft the 


same ratio as going to the grocery 
after a pound of crackers which cost 
10 cents, but if delivered they would 
cost 90 cents, this is called the high 
cost of distribution. 
In Columbus 


and Cleveland electricity 
manufac- 


tured by the municipalities is sold to 
private consumers for 3 cents per 
K. W. and there is not a doubt but 
that Newark can do likewise. 


From the estimate made last year 


a plant could be built for from f 50,- 
000 to $60,000. 
The escrow fund 


would amply take care of the 
ex- 


pense of such a plant and the citi- 
zens would be greatly benefltted by 
putting the rate for electricity with- 
in the reach of all. 


Lets "kill two birds with 
one 


rock", get rid of the electric light 
corporation 
with 
its 
prohibitive 


light rate, make our own electricity 
and use it instead of gas which has 
been very 
unsatisfactory 
of 
late 
years owing to the variance in pres- 
sure maintained by the 
gas 
com- 


pany on its service lines.

for the "escrow fund"; if so let's 
hear it.

The Somme Drive. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


According to Frederick 
Palmer, 


the only 
American 
correspondent 


among the allies, the battle of the 
Somme will continue for two or three 
years—or until the end of the war. 
From other sources comes the pre- 
diction that the drive will not reach 
its maximum for at least a year. 
These statements confirm the belief 
that the war will be decided on the 
western 
front. The English 
are 


willing to pay almost any price for 
victory on the Somme. Mr. Palmer 
says that they are prepared to lose 
1,000.000 men there if necessary. 


Correspondents at the 
front ac- 


knowledge the importance of Aus- 
tro-German victories against Russo- 
Rumanian troops, but these, they as- 
sert, are secondary to the concentrat- 
ed fighting in the west. The latest 
German exchanges support this view. 
Major Moraht indicates in the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt that the Germans do 
not expect a cessation of the attacks 
in the west. 
They realize that the 
allies have brought together possibly 
1.500.000 men, but they affirm that 
the present method of German de- 
fense will be continued 
until 
the 


central powers "have gained time, 
or believe that the moment has ar- 
rived to find another solution, and to 
act accordingly." Like the French at 
Verdun, the Germans on the Somme 
are putting forth mighty efforts and 
the allies have gained ground slow- 
ly, and at terrific cost. Mr. Palmer 
s&ys that on the Somme. as before 
Verdun, whole batteries have been 
sngulfcd. 
Of the Somme drive the 


German general staff recently said: 


"The attacking powers 
without 


any doubt conceived and planned a 
battle of the greatest style, destined 
•to 
change 
radically the 
general 
strategical situation on the war the- 
aters of three continents. 
What is 


the result? An inflection of the un- 
shakable German front hardly 
no- 


ticeable, even on maps of the larg- 
est scale."

Financial Bonds 


Against Enemies

London, Nov. 24.—With leference 


to the royal proclamation issued jes- 
terday making all financial instru- 
ments 
contraband, it is 
explained 


officially that the new proclamation 
s an amendment bv the entente gov- 
ernment of the ore issued in April 
In order to introduce a abboluto cer- 
tainty into neutral financial opera- 
tions, it is declared, the entente gov- 
ernments frankly intended, it posbi- 
ble. to prevent every transaction cal- 
culated to assist the Teutonic allies 
to ^prosecute belligerent 
operations 


in any part of the world. 


Hitherto, it 
is 
asserted, 
there 


have been attempts bv the Central 
Powers to evade the terms of 
the 


previous 
proclamation. 
The 
new 


declaration defines the intentions of 
tlie entente governments moie clear- 
ly and, it is assrted. states frankly 
to the whole neutral norld that the 
entente intends to trj by everv legit- 
imate means to prevent any neutral 
from financially assisting their oppo- 
nents. 
The official statement pdds: 


"?Ioney in the Jons, run wins wars 


and no one who realizes the power 
of money can xesard our action as 
either illegimiai-ely or unnecessary. 
To sive one indication of the vast 
mnortanee of tMe ciliestion it is cal- 
culated roughlytliat since the allies 
besran qxamimng-mails to ' neutrals 
contiguous to Germany, 
thev 
have 


stopped 
50,000 
pounds 
sterling 


which were going to banks or per- 
sons in enemy countries and includ- 
ing large numbers of subscriptions 
to enemy war loaos. 


"If instruments"of any kind what- 


ever having the 
object of transfer- 


ring such vast quantities of money 
to the enemv are not to be regarded 
as contraband it is impossible to con- 
cede what 
can properly be so re- 


garced." 
The proclamation gives the follow- 


ing definition of what will be con- 
sidered contraband: 
"Gold, silver 


paper money, securities, 
negotiable 


instruments, cheques, 
orders, war- 


rants, coupons, letters of credit, del- 
egation or advice credit and debit 
notes or other documents which au- 
thorize, confirm or give effect to the 
transfer of money, credit or securi- 
ties."

ON MAILING 


To the Patrons of the Newark Post 


Office: 
We are nearing the holiday sea- 


son, 
when the mails will be greatly 


congested. 
If we can secure the co- 


operation of the patrons of this of- 
fce by complying ^ ith a. few sugges- 
tions the seruce can be very materi- 
ally improved. 


We here "bj •wish to ask all patrons 


to thin'k we are talking directly to 
them. 


Mail your parcels early, not only 


early in the week preceding Christ- 
mas day, but early in the 
day of 


mailing. 
\Ve are rushed each even- 


ing all of the time 
with 
ordinary 


mail and can not ghe jou the atten- 
tion that we can in the early hours 
of the day. 


Be sure yoa prepay postage fully 


on all parcels. 
Do not guess at the 


amount. Have their weighed. 


Be sure you 
have 
the 
address J 


plainly and fully written and 
that' 


you have your return address there- 
on. 
Having the name and address 


of the sender on your package is of 
great importance, as in 
all 
cases 


where delivery can not be made you 
will be notified when you can send 
a corrected address or have the pa^k- 
age returned to you. 


Pack your articles carefully and 


•with parcel makes it first class and 
A%e can not send it out until you call 
and pay postage in full. 


If you want a letter to go
